gether with all the. Stores of Amunition 

and Proviſion and Mazagins- of all ſorts 

without, embezlement, and ,that immedi- 

ately upon- the figning theſe Articles ſuch 

Perſon as the General ſhall. appoint have 
leave to inſpe# them. 

2. That. all Deſerters that are in. the 
Town ſhall be given ap. 

3- That-:immediately after ſigning theſe 
Articles all the out-works of the Town 
ſhall bz delivered to ſuch Officers as. the 
General ſhall appoin to take poſſeſſion. of 

the- 


the ſame ; and that the Governour ſha) 
withdraw all the Cannon from the Wall. - 
4- That*till the Town is ſurrendred "as 
aforeſaid the General may orderſuchworks 
and Batterics to be made as he ſhall jadge 
convenient, provided he doth not bring 
them within 3 yards of 'the Wall : nor the 
Guns within 10yards of the Batterics ; and 
that in the Town they. ſhall not proceed 
to work to fortify the ſameany further. 

' 5. In conſideration of the ſaid Renditi- 
on his Excellency gives teaveto Lieutenant 
General Duſſon, Monſieur Metſet Commiſla- 
ry of War, and the reſt of the French Of- 
ficers and Soldiers and others of that Nati- 
on now in Galway to go to Lymerick with 
their Arms, Bagg and Baggage, whether 
they ſhall be fafely conducted the: neareſt 
way ; and'in caſe that the ſaid Lieutenant 
General Duſſon ſhall want Horſes to carry 
his Equipage thither the General will furs 
niſh him with-them. Te 1 

'6, That ſuch of the Garrifon as defire it 
may remain in Town or go to their reſpe- 
ive Homes and enjoy the benefit of this 
Capitulation, and the reſt ſhall march to 
Lymerick with their Arms, 6 pieces of Can- 
'non, Drums beating, Colours Flying, 
Match lighted, Bullet in Mouth ; and - 
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ifthey want them ; which {aid Guns they 
ſhall have- Liberty to chooſe :. Provided 
they take none above 2 Pounders. 

7. That the wounded and fick Officers 
may ſtay in Town 'till they are cured, and 
4hat then they fhall be ſent to. Lymerick 
with « ſafe condud, and in the mean time 
ſhall be provided in Town with neceſlzs 
ries for their Cure and fubſiſtance. 

8. That the Governour, Conſtable, Aay- 
or, Sherifs, Aldermen, Burgeſs, Freemen: 
and Natives of Galway, and the Inhabitants 
thereof, or the Reputed Ones by any for- 
mer Charter, or reputed Charter of 
James the ſecond granted before his Abdica- 
tion, or any ef his. Anceſtors, shall have a 
gencral pardon of all Attainders, Outlaw 
ries, Treaſons, Felomes, Premunires,, and 
all matner fin oy pam ps ſince the 
beginning of the Late King James's Reign
